1, This memorandum contains a recommendation for your approval;

such recommendation is contained in paragraph 8, 


2. Messrs. McCloskey and Billingsley of GSI met with the Chief and 
Assistant Chief, Logistics Services Division, to diseuss the daily losses incurred 
by GSI under the current operation of the Rendezvous Room. A GSI analysis 
covering the period of 6 July through 17 July reflects an average daily loss of 
$47, 14, 


3. In lieu of its present operation, GSI is proposing to install its highly 
advertised buffet luncheon service in the Rendezvous Room to begin early in the 
fall of this year, Initially, this service would be installed on a 60-day trial basis, 
GSI has instituted their buffet service at HEW and at the Post Office, and we have 
been advised that both operations are highly successful, It is planned to install 
the same service in the Forrestal Building in the near future, The luncheon price 
for all patrons would be $1, 65 (including tax) with the privilege of returning to the 
buffet table as often as desired, Attached, for your information, is a group of 
typical menus as prepared by GSI covering a one-week period, Please note that 
food for the buffet will be especially prepared, and will not be furnished from the 
regular daily cafeteria fare, 


4, GSI feels it can at least break even and possibly incur a small profit 
on the proposed buffet service, provided it experiences an average of 100 customers 
per day, The average patronage under the present system was 64 persons daily 
during the period mentioned in paragraph 2 above, GSI anticipates that the major 
savings under the buffet System will be realized through the utilization of fewer 
employees for food servicing, 


. 5. This proposal was discussed with the cafeteria committee on 30 July. 
It was their opinion that GSI should be permitted to go forward on the 60-day trial 
basis with reassessment of the service and quality of the food to be made during 
this period, -

6. All necessary equipment including chafing dishes, warmers, and the 
like for serving the buffet will be provided by GSI. However, Mr. McCloskey 
has asked that we remove the part-height partition from the center of the 
Rendezvous Room to allow for a sufficient serving area as well as for proper 
circulation, 


7. Should this proposed service prove successful, GSI has further 
requested that we consider upgrading the room. In this connection, 
has already surveyed the area and will furnish design criteria 
in mid-August, 


8. Itis requested that approval be granted for GSI to institute a 60-day 
trial buffet service in the Rendezvous Room.
